James Stephens is apparently aboat 5 feet K
inches in helght, 45 years of age, und basa raddy
complexion, blonde hair, and small, bright,
vlhiuish-grey eyes, He is broad-shouldersd, and
seems capable of a great dea' of physical en-
durinee, He has o full forchend, je entiraly
bald, and wears a full beard, the movsiache
oristhing straight downward oyer his mouth,
gwing evidence of sreveth and vigor. He
speak= the first words ol o sentence slowly and
deliberately, nod n o clear tone, but closes it
quite rapidly, while hi# phrascs grow in lorce
and distinetness a= they approach u period. His
manners are easy and his movements unpre
strained and not lacking in erace. He seems
frank and candid, and utters his opinons con.
cerning the movement in such & manner as to
induce h's hearerg to believe that he i spesking
the convictions of a lifetime, .

His nntionahity §s unmistakably told in his
pecuhar enunciation; but his words are gene.
rally well chosen, and although not many, in.
viwinbly and directly suggost the entire ides be
latends to convey. He speaks proudly, yet not
mmodestly, of hisesonve fram Richmond Prison,
and evidently regards the achievement 48 an
oxcellent joke. Altogether Mr, Sf{ephens 1¢ a
quist, uzobtrodive, and eurnest gentleman, and

THE CAUSE AND OBJRCT OF 1Y VISIT.

The cause of his visit to this country haw
ilready been indicated in the opoping pooa

deavoring, by concilintiun, to repa‘r the broach
that has been made in the Feplan ranks 1ot s
country by the quarrels of the ("Mahony nnd
Roberts, This i= the only canse of his loavinge
Irelund, and the only object of hils visie to this
country.

THE SITUATION IN IRBLAND.

In w vonversubion, Mr, Stepnens epld that (he
people af Ireland were rendy, early lusi Seplem-
ber, to strike the intended blow agminst Bng-
land, and gave it as his firm conviction that but
for the dufference that spiang up in ths countey
about that time, the power of the Brinsh mill-
tary force wonld have been broken and Ireland
would today be vitually tree The English
might, prrhaps, have held some of the seaports:
but thow abinty to land troops upon the sland
wonld have been destroyed., While smarting
under the (nilure of his plans, he wrote strongly
and somewhnt bitterly of his irlends here; but
when he spoke ot “lopping off the rotren
bisinche " he intendod first 10 be sure that the
branches wore rotton.  He still thinks i possy-
bl to aecomplish the desired objeet during the
present year, and openly avows bis purpose of
returniog to Ireland as soon as he can sueesed
in unthug the Brotherhood here,

1118 BECAPE FROM MRICHMOND PRISON,

Afer his escape from Richmond Prigon—{full
detalle of dewils of which have been alroady
printed—he remamed i Dublin uesrly tony
months, He wae in the hands ol lis friends,
and knew the movements of the pulice as =oon
a8 they were made, To uze his own phrase,
“O0r police wa= better than theirs,” e sat in
his roomw, upd every moruing heavd the news-
boy# shouting *‘The arrest of Stephens” under
his window, He went out whenever it was ne-
cessary, and at the moment when he wins une
nounced gs arrested was sitting in couneil and
veriecting arrangements tooverthrow the Bri-
tish power. It uever oceurred o him to leave
Ireland 1o secure hig own personal savety, tor
he recarded that as more secure there thon he
did when on his passage to France.  He met, ot
one time, a party of gixty persons who were
seeking him, nnd does not think it stronge they
did not tind him, although he was so negr, The
cseape from prizon took place on the 20th of
November, sand he lett Dablin on the 13th of
Mareh. He conld have rematned there forever
with =afety, and regarde his information con-
cerning the movements ol the Brtish Governs
ment 8¢ much wore nearly correel than any-
thing they cun learn of the Penian movement.

SERENADE, AND SPEECH VEOM MR, STEPHENS.
Notwithstanding that it had been concludad
to give no serenade to the Head Centre last
evening, some enthusiastiz members of the Bro-
therhood were not o be deterred from immedi-
ately tri\-iu{_; expression to their enthusinsm
through a band of wusie and an impromptu
sercuude.  Accordingly about 114 o'clock the
sound of mueie was heard com'ng down Broad-
wiy, und o lurge erowd almost immediately filled
the street in front of the Metropolitan. The
fivst tune played by the band on armving at the
hotel was “Hail to the Chief,” which was fol-
lowed by continued and enthusinstic cheering
and cries for Stephens, Mr, Stephens eame do wn
from his room, accompanied by a number of
entlemen, and appearéd on the balcony, whers,
wing 1ecognized, the most enthusinstic eheer-
ilmz Iu,llm\ ¢d, and the band played *“St, Patrick's
ny.

Mr, Stephens then stepped to the front of the
balcony, and spoke ns follows: —
